Many centuries ago a Chi- 
nese philosopher wrote of 
government: ‘The king is 
the boat; the common peo- 
ple are the water. The wa- 
ter can support the boat, or 
capsize it.” 

What was said then of 
ancient China is true today 
of our modern democracy. 
Our government requires 
the support of all the peo- 
ple—or it sinks. ‘“Govern- 
ment” does not mean par- 
ticular leaders—but it does 
mean the republican form 
of rule and the democratic 
way of life. 

We elected our own lead- 
ers after free and open dis- 
cussion. We, through them, 
have made our own laws. 
We, through them, have del- 
egated certain powers to 
our Chief Executive, Now 
it is up to us to support the 
boat of our own building— 
to abide willingly and cheer- 
fully by the laws we had a 
part in making, and to carry 
our full share of the load. 


The small business men 
are not alone the common 
people. Labor alone is not 


the common people. But the 
small business men plus the 
farmers plus Labor plus the 
unorganized workers, plus 
the bankers, the lawyers, 
the doctors, the preachers, 
the housewives— all taken 
together are the common 
people. , 

The party in power, those 
who hold ‘public office, are 
not alone the king or the 
boat. They are but a part 
of the whole and they sail 
or sink as they are support- 
ed by the people. 

There is no privileged 
group in this countrv—no 
one who has a right to shirk 
his duty of citizenship. Nei- 
ther worker nor employer 
is beyond it. Neither rich 
nor poor can avoid its tasks. 
Neither youth nor age de- 
serves special consideration. 


Neither Black nor White 
can shrink from its com- 
mands. Protestant, Catho- 


lic and Jew are bound alike 
by the call of duty. 

We are entering upon a 
period of even greater strain 
than of the past two years. 
How we come through it 
will depend upon ourselves. 
There must be no tidal wave 
of demands by any one 
group to swamp our Ship of 
State. There must be no 
eddying whirlpool of inter- 
nal eonflict to suck it down 
into the depths of the Sea. 
There must be no hidden 
sandbars of resistance on 
which it might founder. 

We have seen what has 
happened when the ships of 
other countries have disin- 
tegrated. We must support 
the boat of our way of life 
for, if it capsizes, the argosy 
of the hopes and dreams of 
common people the world 
over will go down with it.

Betty’s brother, Staff Set. 
Stanley Baker, of the U. 8. 
Army Air Corps, has bten 
nearly two years in India 
now, helping to keep the 
fighting planes flying, and 
another brother, Pfe.

If there is a col- 
lection of bandages at the 
end of the day that will not 
pass inspection, Betty is set 
{o work refolding them, for 
gauze is precious and must 
not be wasted. 

After six o’clock, when 
the long workroom is aban- 
doned by all but one or two 
faithful workers, Betty is to 
be found helping the super- 
intendent cut cord, 
and tie the bandages into 
the compressed packages 
required. Falling about hei 
shoulders is the white mus- 
lin of her veil, above her 
brow, its red cross, a deco- 
ration for meritorious 
vice.

GOD PROVIDES FOR HIS 
PEOPLE 
LESSON TEXT—Exodus 16:11-18; 
3-6. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Give us this day our 
daily bread,—Matthew 6;11, 


Mi: 


Only God can provide the necessi- 
ties of life. Rationing has taught us 
that lesson anew if we have been at 
all thoughtful about it. The plan is 


one of sharing. Sharing what? The 
food and other provisions which 
come to us from God's hand, Un- 


less our crops are good there will 
be less to share. Only God can help 
us, 

This was the lesson Israel learned 
in the wilderness. To reach the 
goal to which God was leading them 
they must pass through the wilder- 
ness, Not only were there many 
weary miles to travel, but there 
were privations to be borne. Life 
is like that, 

Now they cried for food, Note how 
elemental are man's needs in the 
final analysis—bread and water, The 
very things we take almost for 
granted as we concern ourselves 
with life’s weighty interests and pro- 
found problems become, if lacking, 
the only things that have any real 
meaning. And who is it that can 
provide them? No one but God Him- 
self, 

I, Bread from Heaven (Exod. 16: 
11-18), 

Israel's longing for meat was met 
by the miraculous coming of quan- 
tities of quail (v. 13). But that was 
not the food to sustain them day 
after day. For this they needed 
bread, and it came from heaven, 
every day until they entered the 
promised land (Josh, 5:12). 

Observe four things about the 
manna, 

First, it was a divine provision. 
There are responsibilities in life 
which we may bear—and must bear 
—but in the ultimate meeting of our 
real needs we must look to God. 

Secondly, it was a daily provision. 
What forehanded folk many of us 
are, and no doubt rightly so, for 
God puts no premium on improvi- 
dence. ‘ But once again we must 
recognize, as did Israel in receiy- 
ing the daily manna in the wilder- 
ness, that ours is indeed a moment 
by moment existence. 

We plan bravely for the next dec- 
ade or the next generation, but as a 
matter of fact it can only come to 
pass “‘if the Lord will’ (read James 
§:13-17). 

Next, it was a limited provision— 
enough for the day and no more, ex- 
cept for a double portion on the 
sixth day, and none at all on the 
Sabbath. These provisions were 
made clear to Israel, and yet there 
were those who attempted to lay up 
for the morrow, and some even 
went out to séek manna on the Sab- 
bath day. 

We marvel at their stubborn ob- 
tuseness, but are we not often just 
like them. Some there are who are 
always expecting that the laws of 
both God and man should be set 
aside for them, but they come to 
grief, 

Finally, it called for diligence and 
action on their part. They had to 
be out early each day (except the 
Sabbath) to gather it. God’s mer- 
cies are for those who are willing 
to obey Him. He gives to those 
who receive by active faith. 

II. Water from the Rock (Exod. 
17:3-6). 

“And the people thirsted’’—for the 
daily manna was not enough, they 
must have water. Needy, yes, con- 
stantly needy are God's children, 

“Every life knows the bite of ne- 
cessity . . . every soul cries out in 
pain because there is wanting some 
completing fayor, some culminating 
and all-contenting benediction. Here 
it is bread; there it is water; but 
everywhere a famine . . . in many 
a case a famine of soul, a spiritual 
destitution, a consciousness of a 
void which time cannot satisfy or 
space content.” 

God always provides. There is a 
rock in the wilderness. But what 
pleasure does a murmuring people 
find in a rock when they famish for 
water? It is God's delightful custom 
to meet our needs in unexpected 
ways and by means which we do 
not understand. Even our physical 
necessities come from unthought of 
sources. 

Il. Christ, the Bread and Water 
of Life. 

Our lesson does not give the New 
Testament application of Israel's ex- 
periences, but let us not miss that 
blessed spiritual truth. 

In John 6:81-33, Christ is declared 
to be the true bread from heaven, of 
which the manna was but a type. 

Paul speaks in I Corinthians 10: 
1-4 of this incident in the history of 
Israel, saying that they ‘‘did all eat 
the same spiritual meat, and did all 
drink the same spiritual drink; for 
they drank of that spiritual Rock 
that followed them: and that Rock 
was Christ’ (see also John 4:14), 

Hungry and thirsty soul, you who 
are still unsatisfied after tasting all 
that life apart from Christ has to 
offer, will you not, just now, take 
Him?

MAKING PLANS FOR 
MARKETING POTATOES 


With one of the largest 
sweet potato crops ever pro- 
duced, Alabama farmers 
are busy making plans to 
harvest and dispose of the 
crop to the best advantage. 

Representatives of the 
fxtension Service, the BEx- 
periment Station, A, P. L, 
Auburn, the Alabama State 
Department of Agriculture, 
Alabama State Chamber ot! 
Sommerce, and Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
Montgomery, and the Farm 
Products Division, Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company, Birmingham, are 
helping farmers perfect a 
marketing program for their 
potatoes. 

These leaders are advising 
farmers to plan to store and 
cure all of the better grades 
cf potatoes this year. They 
point out that this is prob- 
ably the only manner in 
which the erop can be mar- 
keted in an orderly and ec- 


cnomical way. They also 
urge producers to obtain 
the needed containers 1m- 


mediately if possible. 

All shipments destined 
for terminal markets should 
bear certificates of inspec- 


j tion by licensed Federat- 


;state inspectors. Plans are 
being made for this service. 
Also, designs are being made 
so that farmers and _ locat 
agricultural workers may 
make inexpensive — sizing 
boards in order to determine 
the grades of their potatoes. 

The leaders are also urg- 
ing that necessary local fa- 
cilities for assembling, grad- 
ing, packing and selling be 
provided immediately. They 
also advise that farmers 
plan to use attractive labels 
ito help popularize the sweet 
potato in northern markets. 


INCREASED MILK PRO- 
DUCTION IS STRESSED 


If every dairy cow in Cof- 
fee County would produce 
an extra glass of milk each 
day, the total inerease ai 
the end of the year would 
be enormous, County Agent 
Hugh D. Sexton says. This 
can be accomplished by bet- 
ier feeding and manage- 
ment, the agent declares. 

Since cow numbers i 
crease slowly, we must de- 
rend largely upon getting 
more milk from the cows 
we now have, at least tor 
some time. Here are a tew 
suggestions on how to 1l- 
crease milk production dur- 
ing hot wéather: 

First, there is the impor- 
tance of water—good, clean, 
fresh water. Many dairy 
cows will drink from 100 
to 150 pounds of water on 
hot days, and if they do nov 
get plenty, milk production 
will decrease. 

Second, shade is impor- 
tant. The shade should be 
pear the water supply. 

Third, flies may cause a 
decrease in milk during the 
summer months, and every 
effort should be made to 
control this pest.

The rem- 
edy is to have some other 
grazing patches of peas, 
lespedeza, kudzu, sudan 
grass or others.

“AM SHEPARD was the logical 
suspect for the crime, Sam had 
borrowed $15,000 from old Mrs. 
Hodges, and had given her a& note 
for the amount. Mrs. Hodges was a 
real estate operator and maintained 
an office on Fay street in Bridge- 
water, According to the secretary, 
she kept all her business papers in 
a safe at the office, but according to 
the secretary, she had taken Sam 
Shepard's note home with her on 
Tuesday night, 

Mrs, Hodges lived out in the coun- 
try in Barstow, 


Wednesday morning she was 
found dead in bed, killed with a 
knife. The $15,000 note was 
missing, 


On the Monday before, Sam Shep- 
ard had left the distant city of Hay- 
den and driven by automobile to 
Barstow, arriving Tuesday afternoon 
about four o'clock and registering 
at an inn operated by a Mrs. Bean. 
He had gone directly to his room 
and retired, first telling Mrs. Bean 
that he was terrifically tired after 
his long drive. At eight o'clock that 
evening he had waked, dressed and 
set out for a walk in the country, 
returning to the inn about midnight, 


He admitted being In the vicin- 
ity of Mrs, Hodges’ house. 
Inspector Otis Jackson, assigned 

to the case, learned these things be- 
fore he called on Shepard. Mrs. 
Saunders, Mrs. Hodges’ housekeep- 
er, gave him the added information 
that Mrs, Hodges had pleaded a 
headache upon returning home on 
Tuesday, and had gone immediately 
to bed, without eating any dinner. 


Inspector Jackson got in touch 
with authorities in Hayden, They 
and Mrs. Hodges’ office secretary 
provided him with this information: 
Sam Shepard's affairs were in bad 
shape. He hadn't been able to keep 
up interest payments on his note. 
If Mrs. Hodges foreclosed he would 
be ruined. He had no particular 
reason for visiting Barstow in the 
middle of the week. 


Jackson assembled all this infor- 
mation, sorted it out, thought about 
it and then went to the inn where 
Sam Shepard was staying, and ques- 
tioned him, 

“Why did you come to Barstow 
in the middle of the week?” 

“Bor two reasons. First, my 
health was in pretty bad condi- 
tion as a result of financial wor- 
ries. Second, I wanted to have 
a talk with Mrs. Hodges. I owe 
her $15,000. I was going to ask 
her to extend the note for three 
months,”’ 


“Did you see Mrs, 
Tuesday night?”’ 


“No, I retired the minute I ar- 
rived here. I waked at eight o’clock, 
dressed, walked out to the Barstow 
place, found it dark and so returned 
to the inn and went to bed.” 


Inspector Jackson looked at the 
young man thoughtfully. ‘You're 
pretty frank about all this.” 

“Why shouldn't I be? I have noth- 
ing to hide,” 


“Did you contact any one at all 
before you retired, after reaching 
here Tuesday night?” 

“Yes. I called Mrs. Hodges’ of- 
fice in Bridgewater. Her secretary 
answered. She said Mrs. Hodges 
hadn't been feeling well and had

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Coffee Farmers Are 
Urged To Plant 
Winter Cover Crops 


Excellent stands of winter 
cover crops were obtained 
on several farms in Wire- 
gras Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict last fall by planting 
cats or blue lupine broad- 
eost before digging runner 
peanuts. The oats and lu. 
pine were planted at the 
rate of 2 bushels of oats or 
50 pounds of lupine seed 
per acre. The seed were 
satisfactorily covered by the 
peanut digging operation. 

Hogs were turned in the 
fields to graze the scattered 
peanuts left on the ground. 
in most cases the oats were 
severely grazed but there 
was a stand with a good 
root system to hold the soil 
in place. The lupine was not 
grazed by the hogs but 
where the plants occurred 
in the peanut drill they were 
rooted about and slightly 
damaged but not enough to 
reduce the value as a win- 
ter legume. 

For this one year. the 
yreen cover produced and 
the grazing furnished by 
the oats proved a profitable 
practice on land where pea- 
nuts were harvested. It 
should be emphasized, how- 
ever, that this was only one 
year’s results and such sat- 
isfactory results may not be 
obtained every year.. In 
most cases the area in cov- 
er crops was small, ranging 
from one to three acres, and 
the number of hogs in the 


field was large. Usually, 
the oats and lupine were 


the only green crops avail- 
able to the animals in the 
field. 

Estimates of the amount 
of green plant material pro- 
duced by the blue lupine, 
planted before the peanuts 
were harvested, were made 
during the week, February 
14th through the 21st, 1943. 
The green plant material 
ranged from 3 to 11 thou- 
sand pounds per acre. Ex- 
perimental studies have 
shown that 7,000 pounds of 
jgreen legume ‘plants, when 
turned under, will provide 
the nitrogen needed by the 
crops planted on the land 
after the legumes are turn- 
ed under. 

Farmers sowing either 
cats or blue lupine last fall 
before digging peanuts are 
pleased with results. 

Paul Hutto, Ariton, Ala., 
said: “In the future I am 
going to sow oats on har- 
vested peanut land by broad- 
casting the seed and cover- 
ing them with the peanut 
digging operation. The only 
cost of sowing the oats was 
the cost of the seed and a 
small amount of labor. J 
had to plow up the peanuts 
and in digging and shaking 
the peanuts I covered the 
oat seed.” 

Mr. Wyatt Key, Midland 
,; City, was so pleased with the 
blue lupine he planted be- 
fore digging peanuts last 
fall he said, ‘Somebody will 
be ahead of my peanut dig- 
ger this fall sowing lupine 
on most of the land where 
I dig peanuts.” 

There were numerous 
cther farmers in the Wire- 
grass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, which is composed of 
Coffee, Dale, Geneva, Hen- 
ry, Houston and Pike Coun- 
ties, who planted cover 
lecrops last fall before har- 
vesting neannis. They all 
report satisfactory results 
and plan to expand this 
practice. 

The Rotary Club of En- 
terprise and the Lions Club 
of Elba, in cooperation with 
ihe agricultural agencies of 
Coffee County, is sending 
each farmer in the county 
an announcement sponsor- 
ing winter cover crops plant- 
ed on harvested peanut land.

Clipper Enlists In 
Campaign To Solve 
Pulpwood Shortage 


The Clipper today has 
joined other weekly and 
daily newspapers of the na- 
tion in a campaign to aid 
the Government to help 
solve the serious pulpwood 
shortage situation. 

It is the second time since 
Pearl Harbor that the na- 
tion’s newspapers have been 
called upon to overcome a 
serious war material short- 
age.. Last year it was the 
Newspapers United Serap 
Metal Campaign. At that 
time scores of steel mills 
faced shutdowns for lack of 
vital materials. What the 
newspapers accomplished 
in that drive is history. The 
situation was saved with 
more than 6,000,000 tons of 
precious metal collected. 

Now it is the pulpwood 
campaign and it is equally 
scrious because hundreds of 
thousands of cords of the 


nation’s pulpwood are re- 
quired for war purposes. 
The Victory Pulpwood 


Campaign was initiated by 
the War Production Board, 
with the cooperation of 
other Federal Departments, 
war agencies and industry. 
It is designed to relieve in- 
creasingly serious shortages 
in pulpwood, the raw mate- 
rial which makes smokeless 
powder, rayon for  para- 
chutes, plastics for airplane 
parts, shell and bomb cas- 
ings and shipping contain- 
ers for ammunition, foods, 
supplies, blood plasma ‘and 
other necessities for our 
armed forces and our allies. 

The campaign to increase 
the production of pulpwood 
for the manufacture of pro- 
ducts vitally, necessary for 
military needs overseas and 
for home front war uses, is 
addressed to farmers, wood- 
land owners, forest laborers 
and other available workers 
in the three major pulpwood 
producing areas of the 
South, Northeast and Lake 
States, where manpower 
shortages have developed 
because of the withdrawal 
of woodsmen for service in 
the armed forces or other 
war work.

County Agent Urees 
Care In Handling 
1943 Cotton Crop 


Since cotton picking is 
getting under way in all 
parts of the county, it is 
worthwhile that all farmers 
give serious consideration 
to the manner in which the 
job should be done to get 
the most value out of the 
crop by following the best 
harvesting methods. 

The 19438 loan _ instrue- 
tions show the importance 
of both grade and staple 
length of cotton. For exam- 
ple: The loan value of white 
strict low middling 15-16 
cotton is $6.00 per bale less 
than middling. For low mid- 
dling the loan value is 
$11.50 per bale less than 
for middling. For spotted 
low middling the loan value 
is $21.00 per bale less than 
white middling, and tinged 
low middling is $25.50 less 
per bale. 

The Agent is aware 
the fact that our labor is 
short and that for the past 
few days it has been rain- 
ing. These facts no doubt 
induce farmers to pick “rain 
or shine.’”’ Farmers, howev- 
er, will profit by giving par- 
ticular attention to the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Excess moisture and 
foreign matter in the seed 
reduce the value of lint. 

2. Ginning cotton in green, 
damp or wet condition 
causes rough preparation 
and lowers the quality as 
much as one or two grades. 

3. Wet cotton should be 
allowed to dry on tarpau- 
lins or sacks as long as re- 
quired to remove excess 
moisture. : 

4. Careless picking turns 
out much lower grades than 
clean picking, even when 
elaborate cleaning machin- 
ery is used in ginning. 

Ginners have made an ex- 
cellent record for the last 
few years, but no ginner can 
properly gin green, wet and 
dirty seed cotton. Farmers 
who follow the above sug- 
gestions and get their seed 
cotton to the gin dry and 
clean are within their rights 
by insisting that the ginner 
does a good job of ginning.
